THR HANNIBAL = 
MURDER MYSTERY.

FOLLOWING A NEW CLEW. 


Expectation: that the Real Criminal 
Will Be Run Down and 
Punished. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HANNIBAL, Mo., July 4—The fact that 


has withdrawn the reward of $10,000 offered 
by him for the apprehension and convic- 
tion of the murderer or murderers of his 
father, Amos J. Stillwell, has created a 
sensation and revived the story of the 
horrible tragedy that was enacted on the 
night of December 81, 1888, when the wealthy 
pork packer was killed in his own house. 
The motive that prompted Mr. Stillwell to 
withdraw the reward just at this stage is 
known only to himself. It is said that Mr. 
Stillwell has experienced a change of mind; 
that he no longer believes in the robber 
theory, and that he will now follow up 4 
more plausible clew and will be rewarded 
for his trouble. In an interview with Mr. 
Stillwell to-day he said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent: “I will do anything in my 
power to bring the guilty to justice, no 
matter what it may be. Some day the 
people will know what my reasons are, 
and they will see that I am right, but I 
cannot make them public at present. I 
believe we will live long enough to see the 
murderer of my father punished.“ 

Mr. Stillwell has been accredited with 
placing obstacles in the way of the 
detectives and others in ferreting out the 
guilty party, and the above is his response 
to the question why he had done so. The 
Grand-jury will reconvene in Hannibal next 
Monday, and it is understood that they will 
make a thorough investigation. The mur 
derer of Amos J. Stillwejl is nearer to the 
gallows now than ever before, if the ru- 
mors here are based on facts, and the 
public need not be surprised at unexpected 
developments at any time. 

It will be remembered that shortly after 
the murder of Stillwell his widow married 
Dr. Hearne of this city. Dr. Hearne and 
his wife now live in San Diego, Cal. Since 
their residence there they were divorced 
and remarried. When these events took 
place the San Francisco Chronicle printed 
the story of the Stillwell murder, and 
made statements which caused Dr. Hearne 
to enter suit for libel against the paper. 
For the past few months the paper has 
had agents here collecting facts to assist 
it in defending that suit. It is surmised 
that the developments in this phase of the 
case have something to do with R. HaStill- 
well’s action noted above.

FOUND DEAD IN THE LAKE. 


Charles D. Sherwood, Ex-Lieutenant- 
Gevernor of Minnesota. 


CHICAGO, July 4—CRarles D. Sherwood, 
ex-Lieut.-Governor of Minnesota, has been 
found dead floating in the lake at the foot 
of Peck Court. Mr. d came to Chi- 
cago last March to higve a sargical operation 
performed. He was under the care of Dr. 
Hall of Grand Crossing: He left the Victor 
Hotel, where he had been stopping, and 
half an hour later his body was found in 
the water. 

Twenty years ago Mr. Sherwood was one 
of the most prominent politicians in Minne- 


sota. He came West from New Milford, 
Conn., his birthplace, in 1856, and settled at 
Rushford, Minn. He was a doctor by pro- 
fession, but he abandoned that calilng a 
few years later and took up the practice of 
law. As a lawyer Mr. Sherwood was one 
of the most successful in Minnesota. Mr. 
Sherwood entered politics early in life, and 
his rise was almost meteoric. After serv- 
ing as Congressman from the Rushford 
district, he was twice elected Lieutenant- 
Governor of Minnesota. As President of the 
State Senate he was said to be the ablest 
pariiamentarian of his time. 

s ten or fifteen years ago Mr. Sher- 
wood went to Tennessee, where a town 
was named for him. His widow and two 
children live there now. He was president 
of a lime quarry near Sherwood, and owned 
large tracts of land in that vicinity. Mr. 
Sherwood became interested with Gen. 
Alger of Michigan in land speculation sev- 
eral years ago, and together they at one 
time owned large holdings in Tennessee and 
Minnesota. It is said that Mr. SHerwood 
acted as counsel for Gen. Alger for sev- 
eral years. George Sherwood, the well- 
known book publisher of this city, who died 
about a year SEO, was a brother of the dead 
man. For the last six weeks Mr. Sherwood 
3 confined to his room most of the 

Two Ilinois Central switchmen frst 
saw his body floating in the lake.

The solution of the dive difficulty is in 
the hands of the Excise Commissioner. 
The law gives him ample power to rid 
the city of the dives and to keep it free 
from them. He can refuse to issue a 
license for such a place’ or to any saloon- 
keeper of bad reputation. He can revoke 
a license which has been abused for 
immoral purposes. 

The police are in a measure powerless 
without the aid of the Commissioner. 
They can do much by raiding and ar- 
resting the proprietors and frequenters 
of disreputable saloons and variety dens, 
but there is no certainty of results in 
their work alone. There is always danger 
of police prosecutions failing in the trial 
of cases. 

But the police and the Excise Com- 
missioner together are invincible against 
the dives. If the police gather evidence 
and the Commissioner acts upon it, as in 
the case of the two saloons mentioned, 
not a dive can be maintained in the city. 
This is a result the people of St. Louis 
have a right to expect. 
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WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH IT!
